To Elect 5 Aldermen. 
Big Question Revolves 
Around Police Chief 


A lthough it is some tim e before 
the polls w ill open for the b ie n ­ 
nial city election on A pril 3, the 
local political pot is already be­ 
ginning to sim m er and there is 
considerable speculation as to just 
who w ill be candidates for w hat. 
The deadline for filing notices of 
candidacy w ill be along about 
M arch 20 and m uch too early for 
m ost incum bents of office whose 
term s expire this year to be w ill­ 
ing to say w hether they will, or 
w ill not, be candidates for re ­ 
election. 
Joe M athis, city collector, w ho 
is rounding out his 18th year in 
„ the position, has stated he w ill not 
be a candidate for re-election. 
Judge F. H. Sm ith, who has 
been police judge since 1941, says 
he plans to run again. 
O ther offices to be filled this 
year include, City Assessor, now 
occupied by John V aughn; and 
five alderm en. 
Chief of Police H arold W allace, 
who has tendered his resignation 
as of Feb. 29, would have been 
up for re-election, but it is quite 
possible there m ay be no election 
of a police chief if the council 
abolishes the chief’s job as an 
elective office. If there is an elec­ 
tion. it is a1 ready rum ored that 
at least five w ill seek the gold 
badge or are being urged to: As­ 
sistant Chief Johnny Taylor, P a­ 
trolm an A rthur Bruce, Early M al­ 
colm. Henry Cooper 
and Fred 
Elfrank. 
T here is an unusual situation 
in the alderm anic races in that 
five m ust be chosen this year on 
account of the death of W. H. 
Sim m ons and the interim appoint­ 
m ent of C. G. Ziegenhorn to suc­ 
ceed him. 
In W ard I, V. L. K irby, finish­ 
ing his tenth year on the council, 
says his present plans are to stand 
for re-election, w ith A. P. Veas- 
m an also at the starting post. 
In W ard II, H arold Pitm an has 
no com m ent to m ake on his plans 
at present. 
In W ard III, Fred Stew ard al­ 
so has nothing to say at this tim e. 
In W ard IV, 
veteran T. P. 
“Tom ” R afferty, and C. G. Zie­ 
genhorn, both end their term s. 
Mr. R afferty, it is assum ed, will 
be up for re-election which would 
take him into his 23rd and 24th 
years as a m em ber of the C oun­ 
cil. R afferty has the unique rec­ 
ord of never missing a regular 
council session. 
Thus far the grapevine reports 
two nam es, Cline Ables, form er 
alderm an, and W ayne Cum mins, 
as being probable candidates for 
alderm an for Wnrd IV.

The Standard reminds you, the citizens of Sikes­ 
ton, that there is still time to contact YOUR alderman 
and tell him whether you want YOUR right to select 
your law enforcement chief taken away from you and 
placed in the hands of a Board, hand picked for the pur­ 
pose of naming a police chief who will be entirely sub­ 
servient to the Mayor, or whether Y'OU wish to retain 
YOUR right to vote, and choose a police chief who will 
hold his office only so long as YOU, the people, are con­ 
vinced he is doing the job he was selected to do. Un­ 
der the so-called ‘merit system,’ the police chief holds 
his job subject to the whim of the Mayor. He can be 
discharged and while he has the right to appeal for a 
public hearing to the Personnel Board, it doesn’t need 
a seer or a crystal ball to know what the outcome would 
be with a hand-picked Board listening and judging the 
case of a man out of favor with the man who appoint­ 
ed both the Board and him. 
This move to abolish YOUR right to vote is not 
newdy born. It began while Kenneth Layton was alder­ 
man and a member of the committee appointed to de­ 
vise ways and means to improve our police department. 
We have no criticism of Mr. Layton’s good intentions 
or, for that matter, the Mayor’s. On the face of them 
they were good, but we also remember there is an adage 
about a place that is paved with good intentions. 
Mr. Layton and the Mayor bombarded our state 
legislators with pleas to support the bill changing the 
law so this city could junk, with an ordinance, a right 
our forefathers snent years fighting to achieve. To 
substitute for a time honored and treasured right a 
system whereby a Itaiall group of men. named by the 
Mayor, could go into a huddle and come up with the 
name of a man for the Mayor to appoint as chief of 
police. Not a man YOU the people might want and 
elect to the job. Telegrams and letters were sent urg­ 
ing the passage of this law and for what? 
YOU the citizens should ask the question of the Mayor 
as to why he is so intensely interested and determined 
to deprive YOU of YOUR right to vote. YOU should ask 
YOUR aldermen why they vote to support tho Mayor 
in matters vitally concerning YOU personally without 
finding out from YOU if what they are doing is what 
YOU want done. 
We do not ouestion the Mayor’s personal honesty nor 
do we doubt but what he is convinced that what he is 
trying to do is for a better government of the city. But— 
We do question both his wisdom and method of pro­ 
cedure in a t te m p tinnr to put over something that is a 
slap in the face to all those who helped elect him to his 
office in that, in effect, it savs “You, the people, are 
neither smart enough or capable of electing your o ffi­ 
cers, so we (the Mayor and Council) will do it for you.” 
If this merit system is such a good thing foe a city, 
and perhaps it is. why wasn’t it presented lo YOU the 
people for an expression of opinion rather than foster­ 
ed in private committee meetings with a group of YOUR 
representatives whom the Mayor, from past h’story, 
could be reasonably certain would go along with him on 
anything he suggested? 
We are well aware our police department needs re­ 
modeling and made attractive for capable men to want 
to be on the force but that can be done without taking 
YOUR rights away and concentrating more power in 
the hands of one person. 
The City Council meets at 7:‘I0 p.m. today. Whether 
this particular project will he brought un or not we do 
not know, BUT if it should be. YOUR alderman should 
know how YOU feel about being told YOU are not in­ 
telligent enough to pick your own chief of police.

President Asks 
Congress Vote 
For Soil Bank 


Special Message Calls 
Attention to Paradox 
Facing Farm Families 


WASHINGTON (ZP)— President 
Eisenhower asked Congress today 
to vote a soil bank plan to help 
use up the present tow ering sur­ 
plus of farm products as part of 
a program to ease the plight of 
farm ers. 
In a special m essage to Con­ 
gress, Eisenhower called for u r­ 
gent attention to the “paradox fac­ 
ing our farm fam ilies.”

F or 
five years, their economy has de­ 
clined. Unless corrected these eco­ 
nomic reversals are a direct th reat 
to the well being of all of our 
people.” 
Eisenhower's outline suggested 
additions to existing controversial 
program s which agricultural of­ 
ficials said would put m ore than 
an extra billion dollars into fa r­ 
m ers’ pockets from 
governm ent 
resources. 
Farm income declined slightly 
m ore than a billion dollars last 
year. 
The recom m endations would be 
aimed, Eisenhow'er said, at using 
present price-depressing crop su r­ 
pluses to reduce output. F arm ­ 
ers who helped cut back produc­ 
tion would be offered governm ent 
surpluses as com pensation. 
The program lays m uch of its 
im m ediate em phasis on the soil 
( bank or “acreage reserve” plan 
under which farm ers 
would bo 
j encouraged—but not com pelled— 
I to reduce plantings until surplus­ 
es are trim m ed and m arkets grow 
enough to buy agriculture’s pro­ 
ductive capacity.

Hennings Will Propose Bill 
To Close Gap in Criminal Law 


Washington. D. C. — U. S. Sena 
tor Thomas C. Hennings, Jr., <D - 
M o .), announced today that he has 
prepared legislation and will intro 
duce immediately upon the open 
ing of the Second Session of the 
84th Congress a bill to close a ser­ 
ious gap in our criminal law reveal 
ed by recent developments. 
Hennings, who is Chairman of 
senate committee 
on 
improve­ 
ments in the Judicial machinery 
and a member of the Senate Inter 
nal Security Committee, said: 
“ The bill is designed to close the 
serious gap created by the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
Sta.es in Toth v. Quarles '350 U.S. 
l l ) that Congress has no power to 
subject ex-servicemen to trial b y 
court-martial for offenses commit 
ted during their military service. 
The facts of this case and the rea 
soning of the Court deserve close 
attention. 
"Article 3<a> of the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice provides that: 
*. . . any person charged with hav 
ing committed, while in a status 
in which he was subject to t h i s 
code, an offense against this code, 
punishable by confinement of five 
years or more and for which t h e 
person cannot be tried in the courts 
of the United States or any State 
or Territory thereof or of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, shall not be re­ 
lieved from amenability to trial! by 
courts-martial by reason of t h e 
termination of said status.’ 
"Under the authority of t h i s 
law, one Robert W. Toth, an honor 
ably discharged veteran of the Ko 
roan war, was arrested in the Unit j 
cd States and taken to Korea t o i 
stand trial before a Court Martial 
for a crim e allegedly committed 
by him while in 
the military ser­ 
vice. 
The Court of A ppeal reject 
cd Toth’s contention that civilian 
cx-servicemen could not constitu­ 
tionally bo subjected to trial by 
court-martial. 
The 
Surprcme 
Court took the opposite view and 
the m ajority opinion delivered b y 
Mr. Justice Black declared Article 
3<a* uncomstitutional. 
"It is my belief that this opinion 
is one of the great constitutional 
pronouncements of the 
Supreme 
Court. 
It re-asserts the fundamen 
tai principle set forth in the De­ 
claration of Independence, that our 
Government is a government of the 
people and, therefore, a civilian 
government. 
"The Court refused to sustain 
the constitutionality of Article 3 - 
(at as a proper exercise of the po 
wer granted Congress in Article I 
of the Constitution ‘to make Rules 
for the Government and Regula­ 
tion of the land and naval Forces.’ 
as supplemented by the Necessary 
and Proper clause. 
"It is this power which authorly 
es Congress to subject persons act 
ually in the arm ed service to stand 
trial by court-martial for military 
and naval offenses. 
But tile Su­ 
preme Court decision in the Toth 
case specifically states that this po 


wer cannot be so broadly interpret 
cd as to supersede the right o f a 
civilian to trial by jury in a civil 
court - a right guaranteed by Art 
icle III of the Constitution. 
“ Our military leaders, I am hap 
py to note, fully respect the prima 
cy of civil authority in our Govern 
ment. Significantly enough, during 
the 1949 Committee hearings on the 
Code of Military Justice, the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army st 
Tenuously opposed the passage of 
section 3<a>. 
“ The bill that I shall introduce 
authorizes a trial of such cases as 
that of Toth in the District Courts 
of the United States and. thus, wou 
Id carry out the legislative sugges 
tion contained in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court. 
Under the terms 
of my proposed bill, certain puni­ 
tive articles of the Code of Military 
Justice are made part of Title 18 
of the U. S. Code 'Crim es and Cri 
rn inn I Procedure*. 
The articles of 
the Code of Military Justice which 
I have selected for inclusion in Tit 
Ic 18 involve treason and collator a 
tion w'ith enemies 
of the United- 
States as well as articles whi^h 
involve common law crimes or of 
In other words, a 
—*rged Ser­ 
vice man would not be exonerated 
of treason or other serious Crime 
committed during his period of ser 
vice merely by virtue of the fact 
that he may have been dicharged 
before being ubjected to a trial 
by court-martial. Under my bill, 
such a person would be subject to 
trial by a Federal civil court.’’ 


Hennings Will 
Introduce Bill 
On Sabotage 


Washington/ D. C. — U. S. Sena 
tor Thomas C. Hennings. Jr., <D- 
M o.), announced today that imme 
diately upon the opening of the Se 
cond Session of the 84th Congress, 
he will introduce a bill to provide 
for the punishment of acts of sabo 
tage committed against military 
aircraft or aircraft operated i n in 
terstato and foreign commerce. 
Hennings, who is Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Improve 
ments in the Judicial Machinery 
and a member of the Senate Com 
mittee on Internal Security, said: 
«"The bill is designed to remedy 
the fatal defect in existing law - 
that Federal Criminal Law d o e s 
not contain provisions under which 
acts of sabotage against aircraft 
can be adequately punished. This 
fact was brought into relief when 
on Nov. I, 1955, forty-four lives 


were lost in the explosion of a unit 
ed Airlines transport plane which 
took off from Denver, 
Colorado. 
The disaster was caused by o n e 
John Glbert Graham, who placed 
a bomb in the baggage of his mot 
her in order to collect on the flight 
insurance taken out by him in her 
name. This murder was undoubte 
dly one of the most horrible and a1 
most incredible crim es in Ameri­ 
can history. 
And in recent years, 
sim ilar cases were reported from 
Canada, 
the Phlippines, 
Mexico 
and from Hong Kong. It lies in the 
nature of air communication that 
the dam age cuased to aircraft is 
more dangerous than any such da 
mage caused to any other maans 
of transportation. The sabotage of 
an aircraft usually leads to m ass 
murder. 
“ It was shocking to realize, there 
fore, that Graham could be tried 
under Federal law only for viola- 
ton of Interstate Commerce Com 
mission 
regulations 
concerning 
the transportation of explosives 
with a maximum punishment of 
$10,000 and IO years imprisonment 
<18 U. S. Code 835*. 
For this rea 
son Graham w as turned over t o 
State authorities for trial under a 
more appropriate State Statute. It 
is an impossible state of affairs 
when the United States, with our 
enormous, ever-growing and world 
encircling air power, military a s 
well as commercial, fails to pro­ 
vide adequate punishment for air 
craft saboteurs. 
"A survey of reported cases o f 
sabotage 
against 
aircraft 
show 
that they were committed for dif­ 
ferent reasons: some because of 
greed, others for personal revenge 
or for political motives. The bill 
I shall introduce is, therefore, not 
only a measure of protection of life 
and property, but is also intended 
to safeguard the security of the 
United States.’’
